In the dear... 

The Didsbury High School Dragons defeated Cremona at home last Wednesday. The win came 
after a victory against Crossfield earlier in the week. 
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Oberg said Chinook's Edge has already received $308,288 from the 
Alberta Municipal Financing Corporation and that additional help would 
be sent. 

“Our government realizes that this will not cover your energy increases 
and therefore an additional $366,802 will be provided to you by April 15. 
2001.” the letter continued. 

Oberg went on to say the government will continue to monitor the 
situation and that the school board should send quarterly updates begin¬ 
ning this month on consumption and pricing structures for natural gas 
along with electricity and transportation fuel costs. 

Roy Brassard said he expected that utility cost’s would double and that 
the government funding mentioned in the letter ($675,090) would be well 
short. He said Chinook’s Edge may be looking at increases at or above $1 
million. 

“We are very concerned,” said Brassard. “Any extra costs end up 
coming out of the classroom.” 
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Chinook’s Edge 
looking at ways to 
cut energy costs

Chinook’s Edge School Division will look at ways to make their utility 
bills cheaper. 

Deregulation of electricity and soaring natural gas prices have school 
board trustees worried about the affects higher prices and how schools in 
the area will be affected. 

The Chinook's Edge school division decided to refer the problem to the 
Maintenance Committee at the Jan. 17 school board meeting to look into 
ways schools can keep their costs to a minimum. Ideas talked about at the 
meeting included turning off the heat to the schools during the nights and 
turning them back on two or three hours before classes begin. 

Trustee lan Taylor questioned the number of lights he saw on at night 
at Hugh Sutherland School in Carstairs. 

Trustee Sandi Chalmers said the problem of high utility costs wasn't 
about to go away anytime soon and that it was time to deal with this issue 
in a different fashion. 

"The small things add up,” she said suggesting that pilot projects at 
the schtKtls was a good direction to go in combating the problem. 

At the recent school board meeting. Trustees had the chance to go 
over a letter sent by Alberta’s Minister of Learning Lyle Oberg. In the 
letter Oberg wrote the government recognizes that school boards are fac¬ 
ing pressures with higher than expected energy costs and that the gov¬ 
ernment was responding with $35 million in additional funding for school 
boards and post-secondary institutions.

Drunk driver convicted again and receives fail time 


A habitual drunk driver has wound up in jail for a 
fourth time after being convicted of driving drunk. 

Bradely Ham, 34, pleaded guilty of driving with a 
blood alcohol level of over 80 mg per cent by Judge 
William Gilbert in Didsbury Provincial court. 

The accused also pleaded guilty to driving without 
insurance or proper registration. 

The accused had previously served three jail terms 
equaling 16 months for earlier drunk driving convic¬ 
tions dating back to 1989. 

Crown Prosecutor, Danny Elliott argued that Ham 
was a public danger and should face a heavy sentence. 

“We have a gentleman that not only has a serious 
drinking pproblem but still refuses to seek treat¬ 
ment,” said Elliott. 

The accused testified that he was a binge drinker 
and only got drunk when he wasn’t working or in 
school. 

Judge Gilbert concurred that the accused was a 
binge drinker but that a tough sentence must still be 
imposed. 


The accused received seven months in jail to be 
followed by 18 months of probation under house arrest. 
During the probation the accused must be in his 
residence from 8 p.m. until 6 a.m. on weekdays and 6 
p.m. to 6 a.m. on weekends.The accused also received 
a $57 fine for driving withour registration and a $2,500 
fine along with $383 to go into the victims’ fine fund. 

Man nets fire to parent’s house 
A Sundre man has been convicted of breaking into 
and then setting fire to his adopted parent’s home. 

Lance James Orr, 19, pleaded guilty to arson, 
breaking and entering and a weapon offence on May 31, 
2000. Court heard that the accused, who has fetal 
alcohol syndrome was adopted when he was six years 
old and didn’t get alone with his adopted parents and 
was asked to move out one week before the incident. 

The accused broke into his parent’s house and set 
fire to the basement. He then took his father’s .44 
calibre handgun and was found by RCMP shooting 
gophers in a field with a friend. 

The fire completely burned the basement and caused 


substantial smoke damage but didn’t burn down the 
house. 

Duty Council Brian Forestall indicated that the 
accused has had a great deal of community support and 
is trying to turn his life around. 

The accused was handed a two-year suspended 
sentence that includes 100 hours of community service 
and $500 compensation to his adopted parents to cover 
their insurance deductible. 

Man ran from police 

A man who entered a home uninvited and then ran 
from police will face some jail time. 

Shawn Clifford Johnson, 26, pleaded guilty to un¬ 
lawfully being in a dwelling and obstructing a peace 
officer during an incident that occured on April 21, 
2000 in Olds. 

Court heard that police were called in after the 
accused who had been drinking entered the home of his 
estranged girlfriend and refused to leave. 

No one was injured in the incident. 

The accused was sentenced to three months in jail.

* A motion to approve the rec¬ 
ommendation for change to 
Chinook’s Edge School Division 
wards six and nine was changed 
somewhat when the board decided 
it needed time to deal with the issue. 
A four member board of trustees 
Ron Fisher, Stuart Little, Jackie 
Swainson and Ian Taylor was es¬ 
tablished to deal with the issue and 
to report back to the board with 
ideas. Currently a corridor exists 
because the Chinook's Edge Sub¬ 
division 6 boundary south one sec¬ 
tion does not line up with the exist¬ 
ing County of Mountain View elec¬ 
toral ward. Approximately 40 to 50 
voters would have been affected 
by the proposed change. 

* The board approved a motion 
to defeat a ASBA Motion and di¬ 
rected the superintendent to for¬ 
ward results to the ASBA office 
before Feb. 15,2001. The board will 
also send letters to the Minister and 
MLAs. The chairman of the ASBA 
4x4 committee Nina Shimp for¬ 
warded the motion their committee 
is recommending for the 4x4 Forma¬ 
tion Process. The committee was 
requesting that boards consider this 
motion at a public board meeting. 

*A motion to direct the 
Superintendant to forward feedback 
collected on the PSBAA draft posi¬ 
tion paper regarding the Expansion 
of (Catholic) separate school edu¬ 
cation within the Province to the 
PSBAA as requested was approved 
by the board. Chinook's Edge re¬ 
ceived a letter from the Public School 
Boards' Association of Alberta with 
the draft position paper. PSBAA 
was requesting feedback from mem¬ 
bers by Jan. 29 in order to assist 
them in making last minute revi¬ 


sions to the draft paper before mem¬ 
bers are asked to vote on it. 

* Alberta Learning initiated a 
Special Education Review in March 
2000 to review the delivery of edu¬ 
cational programs and services for 
students with special needs. The 
review involved consultation with 
education partners, stakeholders 
and service providers who identi¬ 
fied issues and proposed recom¬ 
mendations. 

The board received a News Re¬ 
lease and the 66 recommendations 
and a motion was carried to receive 
them for information. The board 
also received Dec. 31. 2000 enrol¬ 
ment figures and an update on 
Chinook’s Edge library review' for 
information. 

A complete report on the library 
review will be presented Feb. 14, 
2001. 

*The board, at its Dec. 13 meet¬ 
ing. directed the Superintendant to 
gather more information concern¬ 
ing the Red Deer Science Festival. 
The board carried a motion that it 
would respond to a Nov. 2, 2000 
letter from the Festival with a con¬ 
tribution as requested in the amount 
of $300.* A motion was approved 
by the board to terminate the de¬ 
ferred salary leave plan with the 


Laurentian Bank of Canada located 
in Calgary and have it set up with 
Community Savings in lnnisfail. The 
Laurentian Bank of Canada, was 
deemed by the board, unable to meet 
the interest rates that Community 
Savings was able to provide. The 
board also thought the move would 
provide "ease of maintenance". 

* The board carried four motions 
concerning the Jan. 11 Transporta¬ 
tion Committee meeting. First, the 
board accepted for information the 
records of the meeting itself.

home & cemetery operators”). 

Yes folks, they are even buying up the grave¬ 
yards, now. Either way you cut it, they’ve both 
probably got you, since they posted their corpo¬ 
rate “marriage banns” some time ago. However, 
a year ago, I found a loophole — and a way to 
strike back at corporate greed: I discovered “Co¬ 
op Memorial Societies”! 

They are fully democratic, voluntary, non¬ 
profit organizations and they have been around in 
Canada since 1949. 

There are three of them right here in Alberta, 
with a total membership of 13,300. Cost of mem¬ 
bership is $25 and you can get a perfectly dignified 
send-off for anywhere from 400 to 2,500 good old 
sixty-seven cent Canadian dollars. 

That sure beats the average corporate price of 
$5,000 that our family has come up against in the 
past. 

So, strike back folks — while you still can. Join 
your local Co-op Memorial Society and bequeath 
your funeral savings to warm, indoor winter 
clothing for your grandchildren after you’ve gone.

Factory Farm issues need to 
be handled differently 


Dear Editor: 

A recent Alberta Municipal 
Government Property Tax Ap¬ 
peal Board hearing has set a 
major precedent, living within 
two miles of a feedlot/factory 
farm results in a 50% decrease 
in residential property values. 

While fighting a feedlot de¬ 
velopment in the County of 
Lamont, northeast of Edmon¬ 
ton, we found it frustrating that 
for every concern we raised, the 
developers’ answer was that 
there was no problem now and 
no proof that a problem would 
occur. Of course they got the 
permit to build, and we got the 
problems. One of the concerns 
raised was the devaluation of 
our homes. The feedlot near us 
has devalued our property, and 
we now have the tax reductions

to prove it. 

Thirteen people from the town 
of St. Michael and surrounding 
area appealed their 2000 assess¬ 
ments and won The county’s 
first adjustment offer ranged 
from 0 to 25% and was refused 
by everyone involved. We then 
appealed to the Alberta Munici¬ 
pal Government Board (MGB). 
At a preliminary hearing, which 
included the appellants, two rep¬ 
resentatives of the MGB, and 
the county’s assessors, an agree¬ 
ment was reached on the fact 
that our homes had been deval¬ 
ued due to the problems caused 
by the feedlot. 

These problems included 
odour, fear of water contamina¬ 
tion and depletion, dust, traffic, 
and health and safety concerns 
related to all of the previous 


reasons. That agreement cut 
the assessment value on any 
home within two miles of the 
feedlot by 50%. It also provided 
for reductions of 15% to 25% for 
homes up to three-and-a-half 
miles away. 

It is time that all levels of 
government were asked why 
factory-farm developments are 
allowed to pay next to nothing 
in taxes while devaluing the 
property of others. 

We hope that this informa¬ 
tion might be useful to others in 
their fight against factory-farm 
developments.

Banking can be a daunting 
task in another country 


Dear Family and Friends, 

A few years ago I tried an 
experiment while I was in 
Calgary: I went to a downtown 
bank about lunch time to with¬ 
draw money. The bank was one 
with which I had an account, 
but not at that branch. I chose 
lunch time down town because 
it would be really busy, and it 
was. In twenty minutes I was 
out of the bank with my money. 
Not bad. 

Last week I unwillingly tried 
another experiment with the 
bank in Bukuru (about ten miles 
from Jos) where Africa Chris¬ 
tian Textbooks has an account. 
It took me two hours to deposit 
the equivalent of about $1600 
U.S. Part of 

the problem was that all of the 
money was in notes worth less 
than 20 cents. The other prob¬ 
lem was that the bank was very 
busy, but understaffed. 
Eventually a bank employee 
who isn’t supposed to help with 
counting money to be deposited 
took pity on me and pressed 
another lady worker into help¬ 
ing count the money. Actually, 
I also helped count the money 
that I was depositing. 

The next day I went to a 
different bank where we have 
no account and deposited about 
twice as much money, in larger 
notes, in about an hour and a 
half. We were purchasing Bibles 
from an agent in a city about 
four hours drive away, and I 
was depositing the money for 
the Bibles in their account. 
This bank was better organ¬ 
ized; I only had to change the 
wrappers on the bundles of notes, 
but didn't count hardly any 
bundles. Only the bundles that 
had shortages had to be counted 
by hand. It was better, but far 
from good. 


Friday I went back to the first 
bank (which by the way is called 
“First Bank of Nigeria”) and 
deposited about $3000 U.S. They 
were less busy and the 
fellow in the counting room 
didn’t make me wait while they 
counted the whole bunch. He 
counted some of the bundles 
and then let me go. Whew! It 
took me just over an hour. 
This past week when I was at 
the bookshop, the accountant 
reported that he had been to the 
bank and the person just out¬ 
side the counting room had 
reported that the white person 
who works with ACTS was the 
most patient white person he’d 
ever met. I felt complimented. 
Maybe he hasn’t met many 
missionaries. When I had left 
the bank after the first visit of 
two hours he had thanked me 
for being patient. I had asked if 
I had a choice, and I guess 
I could have made a fuss about 
how long it took, but then what 
kind of witness would I have left 
with him? 


I’ve said it before, as white 
people here in Nigeria there is 
no way to be inconspicuous. We 
are watched and sometimes even 
stared at. People notice 
what we do and how we do it. 
I’ve been asked if I would do the 
same thing in my own country. 
In that case there was no equiva¬ 
lent in my country—waiting for 
hours to buy fuel. However, I 
know that there have been times 
when my impatience with other 
drivers has left a negative im¬ 
pression. I’m challenged to be 
the kind of representative of my 
country and my God that will be 
positive. 
Tomorrow I’m going to yet an¬ 
other bank to open an account 
for ACTS. I trust that I will be 
patient and congenial so that 
the employees there will 
remember this white person for 
the right reasons. Thank you 
for your prayers; they help me 
to be a good representative here 
in Nigeria.

QUESTION: My husband drinks excessively. Aside 
from getting help for my family, what should I do specifi¬ 
cally for him? How on earth am I going to get him to go 
to Alcoholics Anonymous or some similar treatment 
program? 

He is deep in denial, and I’m not even sure he’s 
thinking right now. He couldn’t make a rational decision 
to save his life. How am I going to get him to cooperate? 

DR. DOBSON: You’re right about the difficulties you 
face. Begging won’t accomplish anything, and your hus¬ 
band could be dead before he admits he has a problem. 
Indeed, thousands die each year while denying that they 
are alcoholics. 

That’s why Al-Anon teaches family members how to 
confront with love. They learn how to remove the support 
systems that prop up the disease and permit it to thrive. 
They are shown how and when to impose ultimatums 
that force the alcoholic to admit his or her need for help. 
And sometimes they recommend separation until the 
victim is so miserable that his or her denial will no longer 
hold up. 

In essence, Al-Anon teaches its own version of the love- 
must-be-tough philosophy to family members who must 
implement it. I asked Bob, a recovered alcoholic, if he was 
forced to attend Alcoholics Anonymous, the program that 
put him on the road to recovery. He said: “Let me put it 
this way. 

No one goes to AA just because they’ve nothing better 
to do that evening. Everyone there has been forced to 
attend initially. You just don’t say, ‘On Monday night we 
watched a football game and on Tuesday we went to the 
movies. 

So what will we do on Wednesday? How about going 
over to an AA meeting?’ It doesn’t work that way. Yes, I 
was forced — forced by my own misery. Pauline allowed 
me to be miserable for my own good. It was loving duress 
that moved me to attend.” Though it may sound easy to 
achieve, the loving confrontation that brought Bob to his 
senses was a delicate maneuver. I must re-emphasize that 
families should not attempt to implement it on their own 
initiative. 

Without the training and assistance of professional 
support groups, the encounter could degenerate into a 
hateful, vindictive, name-calling battle that would serve 
only to solidify the drinker’s position. Al-Anon Family 
Groups and Alcoholics Anonymous are both listed in 
local phone books. Also to be found there is a number of 
the Council on Alcoholism, which can provide further 
guidance. 

For teen-agers of an alcoholic parent there is Alateen. 
Teens can go there and share without their parents’ 
permission or knowledge, and its free. 

QUESTION: If a man and woman really love each 
other, won’t that hold their marriage steady when the 
storms come? 

DR. DOBSON: Not necessarily — and certainly not 
if you are thinking of love as a romantic feeling. Feeling 
wonderful about each other does not make two people 
compatible over the long haul. Many couples assume the 
excitement of their courtship will continue for the rest of 
their lives. 

That never occurs! It is naive to expect two unique 
individuals to mesh together like a couple of machines 
and to remain exhilarated throughout life. Even gears 
have multiple cogs with rough edges to be honed before 
they will work in concert. That honing process usually 
occurs in the first year or two of marriage. The founda¬ 
tion for all that is to follow is laid in those critical 
months. 

What often happens at this time is a dramatic struggle 
for power in the relationship. Who will lead? Who will 
follow? 

Who will determine how the money is spent? Who will 
get his or her way in times of disagreement? 

Everything is up for grabs in the beginning, and the 
way these early decisions are made will set the stage for 
the future. 


Conflict between disciples 
was bound to happen

Welcome a Child! 

It was bound to happen 
sooner or later. The tension 
was building up, expectations 
were running high. It was just 
a matter of time or circumstance 
as it happened and the conflict 
came out into the open. Sensing 
something great was about to 
happen and wanting to be apart 
of it, the disciples of Jesus be¬ 
gan to argue among themselves 
as to who was the greatest. To 
be fair I don’t think that their 
motivations were entirely self¬ 
ish. I am sure that they wanted 
to do great things for their Lord. 
They just had the wrong idea of 
greatness. It is a malady that is 
common to us all. 

To teach the disciples, and 
us, the true nature of great¬ 
ness, Jesus said, “If anyone 
wants to be first, he must b» the 
very last, and the servant of 
all.” Then he took a little child 
and had him stand among them 
and said, “Whoever welcomes 
one of these little children in my 
name welcomes me; and who¬ 
ever welcomes me does not wel¬ 
come me but the one who sent 
me.” Gently and lovingly, Je¬ 
sus took the child into his arms. 
This is the picture of greatness, 
Jesus said as he embraced the 
child. This is the picture of do¬ 
ing great things for God - wel¬ 
come a little child. (Mark 9:33- 
37) 

With these words and ac¬ 
tions Jesus teaches two truths. 
First, it takes a servant to wel¬ 
come a child. A child is vulner¬ 
able, dependent and at the mercy 
of others. Unable to serve, the 
child must be served. A child’s 
life and needs come before our 
own. A child’s smallness must 
take precedent over our desire 
for greatness. Jesus’ illustra¬ 
tion of a child can be a picture of 
anyone who is vulnerable and 
in need. 


Jesus told His followers, if 
you want to be great, you must 
be last of all and servant of all. 
Then He demonstrated true 
greatness. 

Jesus, true God and Lord 
over all stooped down from 
heaven, to be born as a vulner¬ 
able, dependent child, so that he 
could raise up all who are vul¬ 
nerable and in need. He became 
sin in order to free those who all 
their lives lived under the slav¬ 
ery of sin and the oppression of 
guilt. 

He exposed himself to death 
and Satan in order to release all 
those who are being held in 
captivity. 

It takes a servant to welcome 
a child. It takes someone who is 
willing to stoop down to take up 
the needs of those who are left 
vulnerable. It takes sacrifice to 
welcome and care for the needs 
of others. 

The second truth from Jesus 
is that there is greatness in 
welcoming a child. The disciples 
looked for greatness in great 
things. It was great to be with 
Jesus in the glory days when 
Jesus was doing miracles and 
healing people, and people were 
saying how great he was. 

We associate being great with 
great things. It would be great 
to advance in my career. It would 
be great to have a super family 
life, no quarrels, no hassles. It 
would be great to have that 
great job, you know that cushy 
one with great hours, little re¬ 
sponsibility, no hassles, great 
benefits and lots of recognition. 
It would be great... you can fill 
in your own blank. 

However, Jesus says true 


greatness is to welcome a child, 
to put the needs of the vulner¬ 
able and helpless before our own. 
Jesus teaches that the great¬ 
ness of welcoming a child is 
more than just the good feeling 
we get because we helped some¬ 
one or did something nice. Wel¬ 
coming a child is a divine thing, 
for in so doing, we welcome the 
very presence of God. 

The disciples sensed that God 
was about to do something great. 
They were looking to take part 
in the power and majesty and 
glory of God. What a surprise 
lay ahead them as they saw the 
greatness of God revealed to 
them in the suffering and dying 
of Jesus on the cross. This is 
what they discovered, God is 
not found in what is glorious 
and wonderful; rather God is 
found where he has hidden him¬ 
self in the suffering of the cross. 
That was not some great man 
suffering on that cross, some 
martyr inspiring us to better 
living. That was our God on the 
cross, revealing himself and the 
greatness of his love by suffer¬ 
ing the penalty of our sin. That 
was our God hiding in the 
sufferings of hell itself, so that 
we might receive through faith 
in him the forgiveness of our 
sins and the certain hope of 
eternal life. 

It was bound to happen. The 
disciples were arguing about 
who was the greatest. They had 
the wrong idea of greatness. It 
is a malady we all suffer from. 
Do you want to be great? Do you 
want to do something that will 
matter in this world? Welcome 
the Christ child into your heart 
and then welcome a child!

This 
group provides an extremely important service and what support they get is greatly 
appreciated. 

“We have received some nice donations from the churches,” says Anne, “and the Lions, 
Elks Lodge, and the Town.” Jean adds, “but we would like some operational money so we 
could subsidize things like trips to the Cancer Clinic in Calgary. 

It would be nice to be able to buy a wheelchair so people could use it for a day trip or 
something,” she continues.

Town centre idea pitched to councillors

"We have to decide whether 
we want a parking lot or a park." 

That was part of the message 
Lance Plewis gave council when 
he pitched the latest idea to fill in 
the space beside the train station 
at last Wednesday’s Didsbury 
Town Council Meeting. 

Plewis, accompanied by his w ife 
Linda, told council on Jan. 17 of a 
plan to obtain a CP Rail grant and 
build Didsbury a new town 
centerpiece. 

A town square structure, de¬ 
signed to fit in w ith the older build¬ 
ings in the surrounding area has 
become the brainchild of many 
local Didsbury residents. 

The structure is designed to 
conform to the style and historical 
character of Didsbury's down¬ 
town core, said Plewis reading off 
a sheet that was handed out to the 
councillors. 

Other purposes of the building 
include to bridge the space be¬ 
tween the train station and the 


commercial buildings to the north, 
to be the focal point of Didsbury 
and to be a sound barrier. 

Uses of the building, accord¬ 
ing to the handout, would include 
a jumping-off point for all open air 
functions, performances and mar¬ 
kets, a meeting place for tours, 
dignitaries and small groups, a 
relaxing spot to listen to the sound 
of water while enjoying a break 
during the day. 

Plewis said the building could 
also be incorporated into func¬ 
tions the town already holds such 
as Midnite Madness and Show 
and Shine. 

About a month and a half ago, 
the committee was formed to see 
if something could be done to 
beautify the area by the train sta¬ 
tion where the Gazebo used to be. 
The committee was thinking along 
the lines of a fountain. 

The committee was then told

provided to council loitering 
would be discouraged with the 
generous use of light , thorn bear¬ 
ing shrubs and bushes would be 
planted beside and around all 
structure lessening the threat of 
vandalism.

The town ow ns a majority of the 
land in question for this project 
and CP Rail owns a portion of the 
plot. 

Town Manager Evan Parliament 
said the town would have to either 
purchase the remaining land or have 
CP Rail donate it to them. 

In order to complete the grant 
application, the committe needs a 
letter of endorsement from the 
Town by Jan. 31. 

The town gave their letter of 
endorsmenl the following day. 

Figures for the project have yet 
to be finalized but will be released 
in the near future.

Richard Phillips, Director of 
Resources for the Canadian 
Foodgrains, announced recently 
that the donation values of all 
grades of Canadian Wheat Board 
(CWB) wheat will increase by as 
much as $43.00 a tonne, or just 
over one dollar a bushel. 

“Since September 1, 2000 we 
have witnessed some substan¬ 
tial increases in the Pool Re¬ 
turn Outlooks for CWB wheat 
prices this year,” said Phillips. 

“The Canadian Foodgrains 
Bank feels it is important to 
give farmers, full credit for the 
value of their grain donations. 
We will also be issuing supple¬ 


mentary tax receipts on all 
wheat donations received since 
September 1, 2000.” 

“In spite of the challenges 
our producers have faced over 
the last year with low commod¬ 
ity prices, I continue to be amazed 
at the generosity of farmers as 
they willingly share their har¬ 
vests with hungry people around 
the world.” 

The Canadian Foodgrains 
Bank has received 1,200 tonnes 
more grain from prairie farmers 
than the previous year to date. 
Last year, ending March 31, the 
Canadian Foodgrains Bank re¬ 
ceived 20,413 tonnes - a new 


record - of grain from farmers 
and community growing projects 
across Canada. 

“This announcement will 
hopefully provide some light at 
the end of the tunnel for farmers 
who are struggling with low 
grain prices.
